T he fire company at central station 
! is the pride of 
Hast Liverpool, and 
m any people who are wont to condem n 
all other institution s In Hie city are 


i prone to heap praise upou Hie firemen. 
T h e laddies take great pride in their 
equipm ent, particularly in tile hand­ 
some hordes and are ever w illing to 
resent 
any 
word 
uttered 
against 
them . 
For this reason some of the more 
progressive members of th e depart 
m ent have been angry because, for 
political 
purposes, 
they have l»een 
misrepresented and m aligned by a 
publication in the city which has long 
since became notorious for misrepre­ 
sentation and untruthfulness. 
In 
speaking of this last attack upon the 
departm ent a well known member 
said to a N k w s R k v i k w man th a t no 
greater libel had ever been uttered 
than the charge th a t great sums of 
money had been spent fur the depart­ 
m ent horses. 
He has been connected 
with the company long enough to 
know that In lo or ll years so little 
cash has been expended in this way 
as to make th e m atter the subject of 
com m ent and congratulation; so well 
have the finances in this part of the 
city's governm ent been managed. To 
prove this he pointed th a t th e new 
team recently purchased was more 
fur street wurk than for the fire com ­ 
pany: in short it was only used by the 
latter in cases of emergency, when it 
was found 
necessary to take ou t the 
engine, and th a t was not every tim e 
there was a tire. 
F pon other occa­ 
sions, w h ich means every 
working 
day in the week, the team is in 
the 
employ of the street depart ment .being 
used for such heavy work as they 
have. 
Should 
the bell sound an 
alarm 
the 
horses 
are 
speedily 
taken to central station, where they 
are hitched to the engine, and if the 
big m achine Is needed they do the 
work. 
T hu s It is plainly seen th a t 
the 
new 
team 
is much 
morn 
an 
adjunct of th e street cleaning branch 
than a h e l p t o t h e firemen. 
T h en it 
was necessary to purchase t he horses, 
for one of th e old ones died not long 
ago after a long and faithful service 
f o r th e c ltv . 
T h e anim al was owned 
bv East Liverpool for years, and was 
one of the m ost faithful of the c ity ’s 
dum b servants, paying for itself tim e 
and again. 
After it w asgone another 
team was purchased which, if it had 
been bought outside of a large sale 
stable, would possibly have cost Hic 
city much more than the price paid. 
As th e m arket Is slow 
at present, 
horses are cheap, and the city got a 
bargain 
for which 
the purchasers 
should be commended. 
As 
to the 
m oney actually spent by the depart­ 
m ent for horses, the fireman asserted 
th a t when Sleepy George was disposed 
of som e tim e ago he was unfit for u*e 
in th e departm ent, and was a dead loss 
to the city, and if he had not sold for 
•135 at th a t tim e it is likely th a t th e 
city would have come out of the little 
end of any bargain into which the 
co m m ittee 
entered. 
For 
$11*0 
a 
splendid big bay was purchased to re 
pla"e George,thu s maklng'an expendi­ 
ture of 155 for the city. 
Later this 
horse developed traits which did not 
make him a valuable adjunct to th e 
company, and he was traded to Mr 
Croft. 
T h e 
departm en t 
by 
this 
means secured a gray of strength and 
beauty,expending only $27.50 in money 
when the trade was made. 
T hese ad ­ 
ditions to the force gave the company 
a full com plem ent of horses a t a low 
price, and such horses as would cost 
any other city in Ohio much more 
money than was actually exten ded. 
In fact it would be hard to find a finer 


I lot of horses in one bunch in any tire 
station in the country. They are well 
I trained, th e old horses being 
the 
j m edium which speedily taught th e 
; youngsters 
their 
duty. 
And 
the 
whole cost was only $*2 50, when it is 
considered th a t th e old stock were 


I alm ost useless, and would even tually 
i have been replaced by new horses. 
I This record on the part of the d ep art­ 
m ent will be appreciated by the tax- 
i payers of th e city, and proves th a t 
economy which, in spite of repeated 
assertions to th e contrary, has found 
its way into th e city governm ent. 
T h e firemen are fond of their horses. 
and they are accorded the best treat­ 
m ent possible. 
T heir every w ant is 
attended to carefully, and their health 
is looked after with as much consider­ 
ation as if they were hum an beings. 
T hey have an easy lot in life, and be­ 
cause of their idleness have am ple

build a hospital on the co-operative 
plan, to be owned and controlled by 
the doctors. 
T h e proposed new h*»- 
pital will cost about 120,000.
